325. (previously added) The plurality of premixed aqueous compositions of claim 324, 
wherein the premixed extender composition has a volume solids content of about 35% to 
about 65%, a PVC of about 40% to about 100% and a Stormer viscosity of about 60 to about 
150 KU. 

326. (previously added) The plurality of premixed aqueous compositions of claim 321, 
wherein the premixed binder composition further consists essentially of at least one additive 
comprising a coalescent, with the additive being present in an amount of less than about 
20% by weight, based on the total weight of the premixed binder composition. 
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COUNT 4 (A Pigment Extender Prepaint Composition) 

327. (previously added) An aqueous solution having a premixed pigment extender 
composition, useful for producing a paint product containing other premixed compositions, 
the aqueous solution comprising: 

(i) a flattening agent; 

(ii) a dispersant thickening dilutant composition having a thickener, 

(iii) water, and 

(iv) optionally a resin; wherein the premixed extender composition ingredients are 

compatible with each other. 
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
